Several of the successful tenderers 
for ,the stalls in the new Central 
Market are beginning to regret thelr 
enthusiasm in bidding. A number 


have not yet taken possession of their} { 


stalls, while others have closed down 
after having been open for a few days 
only,'and having found, in that time, 
that the higher rents were economl- 
cally unsound. 

No fewer than fourteen beef and 
mutton stalls intend to close at the 
end of the two months, A vegetable 
stall, closed ofter three days’ busl- 
ness, the returns not being sufficient 
for the owner's living expenses. The 
gencral attitude appears to be that it 
Is better to lose the rent money pald 
in advance than to incur further 
losses.“ é

They can be designed to burst 
on contact with o hard surface 
or to penetrate a considerable 
distance before bursting. 


The Intter type of bomb would 
penetrate an ordinary bullding before 
exploding, though contact with a steel 
or stone structure mny serve to de- 
fect the path of the bomb or to ex- 
plode {t prematurely, and reinforced 
concrete of exceptional thickness may 
cause the bomb to explode before 
penetration. .

Different mate- 
tints vary in the case with which 
they will absorb these gascs, und 


therefore the decontamination mea-~| ° 


sures have to be suited to the type of 
material contaminated. Contact with 
contaminated material will be danger- 
ous unless neutralising action is taken 
o: the gas disappears naturally. 


Gas Attacks.

They Imagine that depression — ts 
not worth bothering a doctor about. 
[t must be due to the troubled times 
through which we ore passing; to 
business worrles or to domestic dim- 
culties; und what can the doctor do 
for things like that? 


Actually, he can do a great deal. 
T am not suggesting he can cure the 
Ills of the world as well us those of 
his patients, but he knows far more 
than the layman about the causes of 
depression. Above all, he knows that 
except for bricf attacks that are 
ensily overcome—healthy — people 
don't get depressed. 


In the vast majority of cases de- 


. pression js a danger signal; it tells us 


that some slight. readjustment is neces- 
sury in our mode of living. If It fs 
tackled in time ittcan ensily be put 
right. But ff it fs neglected we be-_ 
gin the downward slide that = may 
lend first to neurasthenla and finally 
to psychosis, 

The object of the modern doctor is 
to keep people well. It is heartbreak- 
ing, therefore, to be called upon to 
treat one case after another of 
neurasthenia that‘ should rever have 
been allowed to get within hailing 
distance of that: very unpleasant 
condition. People ure fond of poking 
fun at -fashlonuble,, physicians who 
order three _months___holiday___ for 
patients suffering. from “nervous 
breakdowns,” but this really Is the 
only effective cure when the trouble 
has been allowed to reach on ad- 
vanced stage. 


What To Do 


As few of us can afford to take 
prolonged holidays, it is us well to 
know how to deal with these depres- 
slons while they are .“shillow,” how 
to prevent them from becoming 
“deep,” and how to profit by the 
warnings they Blve,

fy In some measure to blame for the

Common Causes of Depression

In China 


Good Progress Is 
'. Reported . 


The Hongkong Committee of the 
Chinese Industrial Co-operatives held 
its first meeting at the Chinese Mere 
chants Club yesterday, when the im- 
portance of the movement was 
stressed by several speakers. : 


The Hon, Sir Shou-son Chaw was] 


in the chalr, and said that’ the alms 
of the movement were to find work 
for the refugees who had been ren- 
dered ‘homeless and unemployed, by 
the hostilities, and at the same time 
develop the resources of the country. 


Miss Ida Prultt said that she had 
just returned from a-tour of the 
interlor of China where, at first 
ginnce, everything scemed normal, 
but many people were crippled or 
maimed and could not get the things 
they needod. 

There were now 600 co-operatives 
throughout China, making more than 
50 different things,. Each co-opern- 
tive must have at least seven people 
nnd moat of them ranged between 15 
and 200. To set up a gold washing 
Co-operative required abbut $500. 
Most expensive were the, machine 
shops, 

Miss Pruitt said that there were 
many refugecs jn the co-operatives. 
Many years ago when Ching was 
threatened she built the Great Wall, 
but what was now necded was an 
cconomic wall, ‘stretching from 
Mongolia to the south, China had 
the resources and raw materials, and 
only required trained omen__ and, 
capital to develop them, 7 Nie 

The Hon. Sir Robert Kotewall sald 
that the movement was of paramount 
importance because it not only 
strengthened the country's resistance 
by development of her resources, 
but also solved the problem of find- 
ing a livelihood for the 7,000,000 
refugees, os well as preventing 
Japanese goods from penctrating into 
the territory, 


IN’ STAGE OF MOBILISATION 


Mr. Edgar Snow, the well-known

New Doors For Old 


I’ the quest for novelty and interest 
in the home, some people may 
find point in on Improvement sug- 
gested for the old-fashioned door, 
with its four sunk panels, surround- 
ed by ridged beading which collects 
all_the dust in the corners.

Three men entered tho home of 
Mrs. Egan at 31 Hillwood Road yes- 
ferday, and though the attempted 
robbery was unsuccessful,-one of

“Meanwhile, |, the other two men 
had entered: my: mother's hed room, 
My mother said, ‘Ronnie, what fs 
that?” I did not reply, and the man 
who had tapped me then’ punched 
the gag In his hand, whereupon f 
stepped back on pace and struck him 
on the chin. At this time, he 
‘brought the knife down, stabbing me 
on the forearm, 


“Tran to the front door and down. 
stairs, preceded by Mra. Mason. — 1 
saw Mra, Mason si{p and fall on the 
concrete steps leading from the front 
door to Hillwood Rond._ 1! told her to 
call the police while I kept shout- 
ing for assistante. 


Disappeared from View 


“I then saw. three Chinese coming 
down the concrete steps to Hillwood 
Rond, They were running and turn- 
ed towards Austin Rond. I follow 
them and on rounding the corner 
into Kimberley Road I saw a 
nese in black clothes walling away 
from me. I overtook him at Armend 
Bulldings und = caught hold of him 
by the colinr. He struggled and I 
then sat down in the gutter with my 
right arm tightly round his neck, 
He asked ‘Why nre you holding me?' 
and [ replied, ‘In a moment th 
Police will come.’ . 

"Several European Indies looked 
out of thelr windows and asked what 
was wrong. I told them there has 
been « robbery and I had been 
stabbed In the arm, and asked them 
to call the Police. Sergeant Matches 
and two Chinese detectives arrived 
later and brought the man to the 
statlon. One European Indy who 
came on the scene took from the 
man’s left hand a pair of pincers.” 

It. was Icorned that ‘nothing was 
stolen from the house, and inquiries 
‘last night elleited the fact that the 
-man was still being-detained and will 
probably be charged this morning.
